For shifting engines a new kind of 
high carbon coal, mined near Portage, 
is giving very satisfactory resu lts. Its 
u se makes more work for the fireman, 
bu t it also makes possible a consider­ 
able 
diminu tion 
of the volu me 
of 
smoke. When the Pennsylvania anti- 
smoke campaign began, the most iK>si- 
tive Instru ctions were given to firemen 
as to the means to be taken to avoid 
firing within the ^ity. Engineers were 
ordered to co-operate with firemen in 
avoiding the produ ction of u nneces­ 
sary smoke. 
Instru ctors were appointed to in­ 
stru ct the men and report all cases of 
excessive smoke te the road foreman, 
and all employes were notified that 
they were expected to co-operate with 
these inspectors in order to obtain the 
best resu lts. While th^ ou tcome of 
these practical measu res has been 
highly satlsfactpiTf efforts to still fu r­ 
ther minimize the “smoke nu isance” 
will be actively continu ed.

To m ake the ten hundred guests that 
Knickerbocker can acix immodate 
fee! th at they are securely as well as 
lux uriously housed, the fire-p roofing 
of the new hotel was made one of the 
p rincip al features.
